T rustees, teachers 
debate issue of 
'windfall' money

Figuring out equitable ways of spending some extra money may prove to be a 
more difficult job for the school board than economizing in a pinch 
That could well be the conclusion of school trustees and tear hers, today in the wake 
of a prolonged debate yesterday At stake is the expenditure of fl 5 million in one­ 
time-only monies that came to the district late in July The figure is about $100,000 
more than the figure discussed yesterday during a regular meeting of the school 
board, as a result of interest gained while the money has been in custody of the 
county, for safe keeping. 
In July, the district got about $1 9 
million in state aid monies which had 
been illegally impounded and now were 
unfrozen About a half million dollars of 
the money was used to reduce the 
amount of a tax increase, leaving the 
balance up for grabs. 
Yesterday, 
Carol 
Linger 
who 
is 
president 
of 
Lompoc 
Education 
Association, but who spoke for the nine- 
member Certificated Employe Council 
(CEC), argued that the board should 
“ meet and confer” with the CEC on the 
use of the monies 
The language is included in the 
watermark Wmton Act governing board 
and employe relations on decisions 
affecting 
salaries 
and 
working 
conditions 
It was the board s contention that the 
disposition of the extra money 
in 
question was not a proper subject for the 
“ meet and confer” process 
Ms 
Linger was bolstered in the 
argument by Tom Harris, official of the 
California Teachers Association <CTA i 
In the end the board approved a 
resolution indicating a willingness to 
continue discussions with the CEC on 
the use of the monies. 
Basically it was the board's position 
that it was not wise to spend any of the 
money for on going programs and that 
the board in any event had to make the 
final decisions 
Ms 
Linger argued 
unsuccessfully, 
that the board had 
already used some of the money for on­ 
going programs when some of the 
money was used to reduce the amount of 
the tax increase She also argued that 
the board was facing no threat to its role 
as the final judge in the m atter by 
engaging in the “ meet and confer” 
process 
In other action the trustees: 
— Met publicly for the first time with 
Dr Jam es Cowan who has been retained 
to aid in finding a replacement for Supt 
Glen Wegner Wegner will retire at the 
end of June 1975 The trustees also 


approved the wording that will go into a 
recruitment brochure and at Cowan's 
suggestion, an indication of the starting 
salary of $33,773 for the position Nov 15 
is the deadline for applications 
— Approved the turning over to Allan 
Hancock College of one more rooms at 
Hapgood School to aid to the seven that 
are currently being used for college 
classes. The board noted a report 
showing that 995 Lompoc Valley persons 
are taking a total of 1,823 classes in the 
college's Lompoc Center In addition to 
the classes at Hapgood, classes are also 
offered at Cabrilio High School 
— Heard a report by Dave Herber, 
administrative dean at Lompoc High 
School, showing that the student body 
takes in about $150,000 in revenues from 
various fund 
raising activities and 
annually expends most of it 
— Listened to a presentation by 
Norman Larson, president of Lompoc 
F ederation 
of 
T eachers 
(LFT) 
challenging the number of designations 
for temporary teachers as opposed to 
the designation, probationary Larson 
contended that some of the teachers who 
were labeled temporary were losing 
valuable time by the delay in being 
moved 
to 
the 
higher 
probationary 
status Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan 
conceded that some temporary teachers 
should really have the probationary 
label and that there would be some 
clarifying shifts in a few days She told 
the board the delays in making the 
changes were not intentional and that 
the nature of the problem made it 
difficult to keep the labels updated. 
Larson said the education code indicated 
about 13 temporary teaching positions 
as proper and that there were 21 in that 
category at the moment. 
— Ordered Wegner to write letters to 
set up joint session with Lompoc City 
Council to discuss safety factors around 
schools in the light of a report by 
Lompoc Valley FTA Council 
Kissinger in surprise 
conference in Spain 


MADRID (U PI) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger held an unannounced 
45-minute meeting today with Spanish 
Foreign Minister Pedro Cortina at 
heavily guarded Torrejon airbase where 
he stopped briefly en route to the Middle 
East in search of peace and lower oil 
prices 


President Ford, in an unusual gesture 
that emphasized the importance of 
Kissinger's seventh mission to the 
Middle East, went to Andrews Air Force 
Base with a group of cabinet officers to 
see him off from Washington and wish 
him good luck. 


Kissinger said: “This is the first time 
in a long time that one can go on these 
missions with an America that is at 
peace with itself." 
Kissinger's plane touched down at 
12:50 p.m. 
(7:50 am .ED T) 
for a 
refueling stop before he continues to 
Cairo Kissinger was met by Cortina and 


other Spanish officials for what the 
Foreign Ministry said would be “talks 
on m atters of mutual interest ” 
Kissinger and Cortina last met two 
weeks ago during the U N. General 
Assembly meeting in New York The 
two countries are currently negotiating 
on the renewal of the Spanish-U.S. 
agreement granting the United States 
the use of military bases in Spain. 
Kissinger’s stopover was surrounded 
by strict security and was not announced 
in 
advance. 
The 
Torrejon 
airbase 
outside Madrid was closed to civilian 
visitors, and no advance information 
was released to the Spanish public. 
Although he had always contended 
that former President Richard 
M. 
Nixon's Watergate troubles had not 
hampered his diplomacy, Kissinger said 
on his departure from Washington: 
“This is the first time in a long time that 
one can go on these missions with an 
America that is at peace with itself ” 


Pro-Castro guerrillas get

SANTO DOMINGO (UPI) - Seven 
hostages took their first baths in 13 days 
today and their pro-Castro guerrilla 
kidnapers posed for passport photos in 
preparation for imminent departure 
from 
the 
Venezuelan 
consulate 
to 
asylum abroad 
Families and friends of the captives 
gathered around the consulate building, 
still surrounded by a police cordon, as 
Foreign Ministry officials and diplomats 
worked behind the scenes to find the six 
terrorists a nation of exile The release 
had been expected this morning but a 
diplomatic snag developed. 
While the left wing guerrilla band, 
members of the Jan. 12 Liberation 
Movement, had expressed a preference 
for Mexico or Peru, those two nations 
balked at some of the terms and it 
appeared likely the guerrillas would end 
up in Panama, the only naton which 
reportedly has agreed to accept them. 
Preparations to end the ordeal, which 
began Sept. 27 with the kidnaping of 
Barbara 
Hutchison, 
47, 
public 
information officer of the U.S. embassy, 
continued throughout the night after the 
guerrillas announced they would accept 
the government's offer of a safe conduct 
out of the nation in exchange for the 
release of their prisoners 
The terrorists dropped their original 
demands for the release of 37 political 
prisoners and a $1 million ransom

Campaigning ends 
in Great Britain

wound

The two latest opinion polls gave 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson’s Labor 
party an overwhelming lead in the race 
for Thursday's parliamentary vote and 
raised the possibility of a lopsided 
election day victory 
Conservative leader Edward Heath, 
fighting an uphill battle for a political 
comeback, accused the Labor party of 
putting “a knife in the back of British 
industry.” 
The former prime minister said the 
country is living in an atmosphere of 
false optimism similar to Britain's 
attitude in 1939 on the eve of World War 
II. 
“ False optimism blew up in our faces 
then," he said “ We are in danger of 
becoming the poor relation of the 
Western world ”

painful progress last night as the 
Lompoc 
City Council 
accepted 
its 
solitary, higher than expected interest 
bid on a $1.5 million bond issue to help 
pay for it. 
The winning bid was 7.62 per cent. 
This is the total interest the city must 
pay over 25 years for the immediate use 
of the $1.5 million. At that rate, Lompoc 
will have paid back about $3 4 million in 
interest and principal by the end of that 
period 
“ The bid today was pretty much in line 
with where the market is,” observed 
Allan Miller of Stone and Youngberg, a 
municipal 
financial consulting firm 
retained by the city. “Obviously the 
market isn’t very good 
Miller said that two or three years ago 
similar interest bids were coming in at 
around 5 per cent. Miller said he felt the 
high construction bids for the project, 
which 
ran almost $5 million over 
estim ates, 
kept 
some 
financial 
institutions from bidding on the city 
bonds due to fears that the sewer project 
might never be completed at those high 
costs. 
Wahlers reiterated that “ the state 
has given us every indication” that 87.5 
state and 
federal 
funding 
will 
be 
extended to apply to the $5 million 
overage 
“ We can feel fortunate with the fact 
that we did receive a bid today,” 
Wahlers said Similar bond issues, he 
said, have gone without a single bidder 
of late 
This 
would 
have 
been 
another 
headache for Lompoc, since the city has 
60 days to award the low sewer 
construction bid 
This came in last 
Tuesday at $16.8 million after being 
forecasted to come in at $12 million 
The bond issue money will be needed 
to get construction, including massive 
earth moving operations, under way 
before the first winter rains drench the 
area If the city had had no bond bidder, 
it might have had to let this 60 day 
period lapse and then call for a second 
round of construction bids, which would 
probably have been even more inflated 
than the first. 
Miller told the council that if financial 
conditions improve in the bond market 
and prevailing bond interest rates again 
approach 5 per cent, the city could still 
save thousands by redeeming some of 
the bonds early, in effect, exchanging its 
old, over 7 per cent bonds for new 5 per 
cent bonds 


Wahlers also reiterated that city 
sewer rates will very probably have to 
be doubled for the second time this year 
to raise funds for the mammoth sewer 
undertaking. 
Even 
with 
the 
grant 
extension, the city will still owe another 
$700,000 on the project. 
“It’s not a very happy note for the 
poeple of Lompoc,” he said, especially 
not for the valley’s senior citizens But, 
he indicated, the high construction bid 
has made an $8 per month residential 
sewer rate a necessity. 
The sewer bond issue finally bid on 
yesterday was carried as Proposition 
“D” in a special bond election of 
November, 1972. The proposition passed 
6,744 votes to 1,229, with what observers 
have called an unprecedented, over 80 
per cent turnout of registered voters. 
At that time, the issue's $1.5 million 
return, it was thought, would take care 
of the city’s share of a sewer project 
estimated to cost a little over $9 million. 
Times have changed 


“ 1 don't think anybody anticipated 
construction to go up 25 per cent a 
year,” Miller contributed last night. 
Mayor E C. Stevens cautioned citizens 
not to expect the doubled monthly sewer 
rates to be rolled back once they're 
enacted 
“This project is a project which must 
be done,” he said, “and to which there is 
apparently no alternative...It’s really 
going to be a very expensive item .” 
In other discussion, Stevens pointed 
out that the total $16 8 million price tab 
for the entire sewer project amounts to 
about 
half 
the 
present 
assessed 
valuation of the City of Lompoc. 
The qity’s only bid for the bonds was 
submitted by Stone and Youngberg 
Investment Securities, which has no ties 
with the city’s financial consulting firm, 
and Dean Witter in a combined bid. The 
bid was accepted last night 3-0 on a 
motion from Councilman Emil Scolari. 
Councilman Art Scott was absent 
from last night’s meeting. 


In other business last night it was 
learned that the city’s design architect 
for the sewage project was asking the 
city for inflation adjustments beyond a 
negotiated 
fee. 
The 
plans 
and 
specifications 
for 
the 
project 
are 
complete, Wahlers told the council, but 
the architect has inspection duties and 
others yet to perform. No decision was 
made on this matter. 
The panel set next Tuesday, Oct. 15, as 
the tentative date for public hearing on 
TelePrompTer of Lompoc’s request for 
a 55 per cent hike in monthly cable 
television rates. 
Stevens termed it a “ quasi-public 
hearing” 
since 
it 
would 
not 
be 
advertised as far m advance as other 
public hearings are required to be by 
law. 
The mayor added that the hearing on 
the cable rate boost could be postponed 
a week if it was learned that Scott will 
not be able to attend the Oct. 15th

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford’s long-awaited solution to inflation 
turns out to be heavier taxes on the 
middle class and the wealthy, tax 
incentives 
to 
revive 
business 
and 
exhortations to Americans to pinch 
pennies and drive less. 
Ford told Congress he wants higher 
tax revenues so he can cut federal 
deficits. Both would fight inflation by 
reducing the amount of money spent in 
the economy. 
To business he offered tax incentives 
to encourage growth 
He offered to help the economy’s 
worst-off victims — the poor and those 
thrown out of work 
The 
President 
avoided 
predicting 
what his program would achieve, but he 
said failure to slow down the rate of 
inflation would “destroy our country . ” 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
vaguely predicted only that Ford’s 
program, if enacted intact, would bring 
the current double-digit inflation — now 
ranging about 14 per cent —down to 
singlenligit rate a year from now. 
That could be as high as 9 per cent. 
Not 
unexpectedly, 
congressmen, 
facing a bewildered and often frightened 
electorate in less than a month, were 
less than wildly enthusiastic about 
voting to increase voters’ taxes. 
But many in positions of power 
promised 
to 
give 
Ford’s 
program 
consideration when Congress returns 
after the elections for a lame-duck 
session. Congress recesses Friday for a 
month’s campaigning 
The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee invited Simon to attend a 
hearing on Ford’s program today or to 
send a representative. 
The President decided to meet the 
press today at his third formal news 
conference, to be held at 2:30 p.m. EDT 
in the Rose Garden, weather permitting 
Appearing before a televised joint 
session of Congress Tuesday to lay out 
his program, Ford wore a “ WIN” button 
in his lapel. 


He urged Americans to drive at least 5 
per cent fewer miles by car pooling, 
riding buses or bikes “or just plain 
walking,” and he asked housewives if 
they could not spare a penny from the 
food budget —at least to cut down food 
waste by 5 per cent. 


The one-shot tax boost Ford proposed 
for 1975 would amount to an extra $128 in 
taxes, atop the $2,560 now paid, for an 


average family of four with $20,000 in 
income. 
A single person earning $10,000 would 
pay $54 78 more than 
his present 
$1,095.50. 
But there would be no extra taxes for 
couples with adjusted gross incomes 
under $15,000 or single people under 
$7,500. 
The surcharge would expire after one 
year. 
Congress criticizes 
tax surcharge plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford’s proposed 5 per cent income tax 
surcharge was criticized in Congress 
today for hitting too hard at middle 
income Americans. 
Some representatives and senators 
said a modified form of surtax on higher 
income 
taxpayers 
would 
be 
more 
acceptable. 
But some of the movers and shakers of 
Congress —the committee chairmen — 
expressed a surprising willingness to 
begin working with the President on the 
economic plan he presented Tuesday 
afternoon 
Within hours of his speech, some 
movement already was apparent. 
The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee led the moves to explore 
Ford’s programs by calling a hearing for 
today to question Treasury Secretary 
William Simon about the request for a 5 
per cent tax surcharge on families 
making more than $15,000 a year and 
individuals making more than $7,500, as 
well as business tax revisions that could 
mean $700 million a year to industry 
The chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, Rep George Mahon, R 
Tex., introduced a resolution imposing a 
$300 billion ceiling on budget outlays 


next year, a proposal sim ilar to Ford’s 
request. 
Rep 
W right 
P atm an, 
D-Tex., 
chairman 
of 
the 
House 
Banking 
Committee, 
said he 
would support 
Ford’s plan to pump $3 billion in 
government funds into mortgage lending 
if it could be directed toward low and 
moderate income housing, but he said 
the program still fell far short of the 
needs. 


There were dissident voices House 
Agriculture chairman W.R. Poage, D- 
Tex , said Ford’s agriculture proposals 
“ indicate that he doesn’t know anything 
about what it takes to produce a crop. ” 
It was evident immediately that 
Ford’s speech would have its greatest 
impact on tax legislation, which until 
now had appeared to be dying in the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
Ford not only proposed his own tax 
ideas, but endorsed the Ways and Means 
bill in its entirety. 


This endorsement produced the only 
audible groans during his speech when 
he 
said 
the 
bill 
closes 
“major 
loopholes.” Liberals on the committee 
say it opens more loopholes than it 
closes.

Fifth district county payroll 
now more than $7 million

As a staunch advocate to 
keep down the cost of county 
government and the county 
payroll, 
veteran 
County 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell is 
surprised to learn that the 
county payroll 
in his own 
supervisorial district is now 
estimated at more than $7- 
million annually. 
“ Yes, I was surprised...I 
hadn’t counted them lately," 
declared 
the 
Santa 
Maria 
supervisor, when a newsletter 


emanating from the County 
Adm inistration 
Building 
revealed “ there are upwards of 
475 employes who operate in 
and out of county offices and 
departments" in the sprawling 
Fifth District. 
The 
newsletter circulated 
among county employes is 
published 
by 
the 
county 
originated in the office of the 
county administrative officer, 
who checks copy prepared by 
the 
county 
communications 
consultant. 


Lagomarsino disagrees 
with Ford surcharge plan 


Congressman 
Robert 
J. 
Lagomarsino, Republican of 
Ojai, said today he is opposed 
to President Ford’s call for a 
five per cent tax surcharge. 
“ For one thing, the cutoff 
point is too low," Lagomarsino 
said, noting that it could mean 
a tax increase for any single 
person making $7,500 per year 
or more. “ That’s not what I 
call middle income ’’ 
“ For another, you don’t solve 
an individual’s money shortage 
by taking more money away 
from him," he said 
Lagomarsino said, however 
that he does support other 
features of Ford’s inflation* 
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fig h tin g 
package 
and 
particularly 
praised 
the 
decision to open up the Elk 
H ills 
pil 
reserve 
near 
Bakersfield. 
“ This will free us from 
pressures to go to offshore 
drilling, which is considerably 
more hazardous, and will also 
help hold down the price of 
gasoline 
and 
other 
oil 
products," 
the 
freshman 
congressman said. 
Lagomarsino has called for 
the opening of the Elk Hills oil 
reserve almost from the day he 
was elected to Congress last 
March and has 
co-sponsored 
legislation to that effect. 
“ We can have oil flowing from 
those wells almost overnight,” 
he said. 
With 
regard 
to 
the 
tax 
surcharge, he said a better 
solution would be to trim fat 
from 
federal 
programs, 
particularly programs such as 
foreign aid. 
“ The money will have to 
come from somewhere if we’re 
going to institute a public 
employment 
program," 
he 
noted 
He said the 
foreign aid 
program, currently projected 
for a $5 billion annual level, 
could be cut by $3 billion. 
“ That would almost be as 
much as the tax surcharge 
would 
r a is e ,” 
the 
representative calculated 
Other features of the anti­ 
inflation program, including 
additional help for the housing 
market, removal of acreage 
limitations on crops and the 
proposal 
for 
an 
“ inflation 
impact report" on all executive 
actions, 
also 
won 
the 
congressman’s endorsement. 


Asked to comment on the

described as “ constituting one 
of the biggest payrolls in Santa 
Maria Valley," Tunnell said he 
felt it has been inflated to some 
extent 
by 
state-mandated 
programs. 
Tunnell pointed to mental 
health staffing requisites as an 
example The survey shows 24 
mental health employes, 80 in 
welfare department, and 17 in 
probation department. But it

sheriff's 
department people, 13 in the 
district attorney’s office, 14 in 
the agricultural commission’s 
office, and 25 in the court 
system and marshal’s office.

The $7-million payroll figure 
could 
ostensibly 
be

larger in any given year, as it 
doesn’t include extra help and 
part-time employes used by 
many departments to fill the 
void caused by unfilled regular 
positions. 
There are two main county 
complexes in the Fifth District, 
both in the Santa Maria area.

lovers, the socially embittered, 
drug addicts. 


In 1973, 89 shoplifting cases 
were reported in Lompoc with 
53 arrests made — 40 adults, 13 
juveniles. Nearly $3,000 worth 
of merchandise was lifted: 
about $400 of it was recovered. 
Lt. Reshoft concedes that a 
person can forget to pay for an 
article and walk out of a store.

Flournoy toughens 
campaign moves 


LOS ANGELES (UP1> - An 
admittedly angry Republican 
Houston

Flournoy

toughened his uphill guber­ 
natorial

against Edmund Brown Jr. in a 
new strategy of aggression 
Democrat Brown, who has 
slipped slightly but still main­ 
tains a commanding lead in 
public opinion polls, dismissed 
the 
intensified 
Flournoy 
assault as a pre-Nov 5 drive, 
declaring, “ His campaign is in 
serious trouble ” 
Flournoy, the two-term state 
controller seeking to succeed 
retiring Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
unveiled the new tactic of 
aggression Tuesday in a sur 
prise attack on Brown's record 
and accused him of riding on 
his father s name. 
For the first time in their 
three debates so far, Brown 
was put on the defense by 
Flournoy, who had maintained 
an almost professorial cam­ 
paign posture. The debate was 
the 
first 
and 
only 
to 
be 
broadcast statewide by televi­ 
sion and was carried by the 
public education network 
Flournoy, trailing Brown in 
the latest California poll by 11 
percentage points four weeks 
before the election but who had 
gained no new ground, told 
newsmen after the debate at 
the Los Angeles convention 
center he decided it was “time 
we went after him a little bit 
He said Brown “ keeps getting 
away with distortions.” 
Brown declared he “presents 
evidence based on facts” and 
asserted that Flournoy’s “cam 
paign is in serious trouble and I 
expect him to intensify the 
attacks in the coming weeks, 
but it won't change the issues. ” 


Flournoy said after the 90- 
m inute 
confrontation—the 
third of six scheduled — he 
was “darn right angry” at 
Brown and what he said were 
his opponent’s “ distortions” of 
his record and the way “he 
keeps 
getting 
away” 
with 
them. 


For his part, a confident 
Brown told reporters, “ I feel 
good. I think the debate laid out 
the issues clearly ... I think the 


people are getting a splendid 
view of the issues ” 
Aides later said the more 
aggressive Flournoy is part of 
a calculated strategy to “con­ 
tinue 
chopping 
away” 
at 
Brown’s record as secretary of 
state “ and at the same time 
offer positive programs to give 
the voters some place to go.” 
At the outset, Flournoy, 45. 
assailed what he termed his 
opponent’s record of ‘ inef­ 
ficiency” as secretary of state 
and challenged his qualifica­ 
tions to hold the post his father 
held for two term s until 1966 
“If your name were, say, 
Edmund G. Green Jr., would 
you be here today?” Flournoy 
asked Brown in front of an

He accused Brown of waging 
a campaign of “ half truths and 
overstatem ents” and asserted 
the Democrat had attempted

Brown, 36, brushed aside the 
allegations as “ musty char­ 
ges.” He retorted that clear-

mail and securities fraud and 
making false statements in 
registration of securities 
The prosecution agreed to 
drop the remaining charges but 
warned

Department had not sought the 
plea bargain and feels free to

Goldblum could get up to 30

“ This may surpiise you as 
much as it does me," trit judge

conglomerates in the nation,

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Location 
shooting 
gives 
television 
anew 
look 


By Dick Kleiner 
HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
“ They went thataway" is 
more than a cliche to Holly­ 
wood TV producers these 
days. 
Television shows are going 
thataway, and it’s a sudden 
thing which nobody com­ 
pletely understands. The 
situation is that 20 per cent of 
all this season’s TV shows are 
being made on location, and 
that's unheard of. 
Only two of the 11 location- 
based shows are holdovers — 
The Streets of San Francisco 
and Hawaii Ftve-O. The 
others are brand new this 
year, which means that, with­ 
out any warning, the net­ 
works bought nine shows 
which are not Hollywood- 
based. 
This flies in the face of all 
previously exhibited televi­ 
sion tradition and logic. Mak­ 
ing shows on location adds 
two 
fa c to rs 
w h ic h , 
heretofore, the networks 
didn’t seem to want to add — 
realism and money. 
When Daktari was made, 
the networks wouldn’t hear of 
them going to Africa or even 
to any of the close-in jungles. 
That jungle-set series was 
shot at Africa, U.S.A., a kind 
of poor man’s African-look 
amusement park only a 


camera’s throw away Irom 
Hollywood and Vine. 
But this season Born Free 
is being shot in Kenya, in the 
heart of Africa’s high-rent 
district. Time and outlooks 
change. 
Why? 
“There'i an absolute neces­ 
sity for a new look on televi­ 
sion,” says Charles Larson, 
executive producer of ABC’s 
new Nakia. “ I think the au­ 
diences recognized Southern 
California on so many shows 
and got tired of it. Certainly, 
producers did. There was a 
crying nwd for a new look." 
So Nakia is hr mg filmed in 
and around Albuquerque, 
N.M., and looks it. 
Larson says the saying 
around the Nakia company is 
that the show has three stars 
— its two leading actors, 
Robert Forster and Arthur 
Kennedy, and the state of 
New Mexico. They shoot to 
take advantage of where they 
are, giving the show a look 
that is different in TV’s re­ 
cent history. 
Larson formerly produced 
the Glen Ford show, Cade’s 
County, which was also set in 
the Southwest. But that one 
was filmed on the 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox lot, smack in the 
middle of Los Angeles. Holly­ 
wood magic made it look like 
the great outdoors — some­ 
what — but it didn’t have 
quite the feel of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 
That may he one reason 
why the show only lasted a 
quick one season. 
“ Nakia looks a lot better 
than Cade,” Larson says. 
But, Larson says, some 
shows go on location and then 
don’t use where they are. He 
remembers The Monroes, 
which was shot around 
Jackson Hole, Wyo., which is 
glorious country. Yet they did 
a lot of interiors, and it could 
have been a Hollywood 
soundstage. 


This year, all kinds of 
shows are doing their thing 
miles from the plush glamor 
of Hollywood. There are ad­ 
venture stories — Kodiak in 
Alaska, Sierra in Yosemite 
National Park — which is 
only right. 
But the strange thing is 
that some shows which Could

have been shot here are 
being shot there. Nakia could 
have been filmed in a studio, 
because there are a lot of in­ 
teriors So could Petroeelli, a 
story of a lawyer, but that one 
is being filmed in Tucson, 
Ariz., for NBC. 
“The primary advantage of 
doing it there,” says Len 
Katzman, of the show’s pro­ 
duction team, “ is the flavor of 
Arizona. There’s a different 
feeling when you shoot on 
location — a continuity to the 
work. 
"When you make a show in 
Hollywood, it's just like going 
to work every morning You 
finish your work and you go 
back home, back to your 
other life. But, on location, 
everyone is together 24 hours 
of the day. That means there 
aren’t as many things to dis­ 
tract you from your job.” 
But, Katzman says, there 
are distinct disadvantages to 
shooting on location, too. 
The biggest disadvantage 
is the cost factor. It costs 
much more to shoot on loca­ 
tion. 
"We have to fly our crews 
and our guest stars to Tuc­ 
son." he says. “We have to

By Oswald St Janies Jacoby 
You can have a lot of fun 
with today’s hand if you 
cover up the East and West 
cards. Now try to make your 
spade slam after East wins 
tne first trick with the king of 
hearts and returns the five of 
clubs. 
You win in dummy and can 
afford to play one round of 
trumps. Both opponents fol­ 
low. Now, there is a very sim­ 
ple way to proceed. Play a 
second trump and go after 
diamonds. If the suit breaks 
3-2 you will have a million 
tricks. A second line will be 
to try to ruff both your losing 
hearts. That will fail if West 
started with just two hearts 
and the jack of spades. 
Is there a third way? There 
sure is! You can draw the de­ 
fense’s last trump; ruff a 
heart; ruff a club back to 
your hand and run off all 
your trumps. 
If West has a diamond stop­ 
per he will be saueezed out of 
it since he will nave to hang 
on to the queen of clubs.

With large supplies of beef 
expected to hit the market 
soon, 
dollar-conscious 
consumers may 
find 
some 
excellent 
deals 
for 
their 
freezers, but the Agriculture 
Department says there are 
some key decisions that should 
be made before buying a side or 
quarter of beef 
It is important to know how 
much meat can be stored in the 
freezer, 
the 
amount 
your 
family 
can 
use 
within 
a 
reasonable time and the kind of 
cuts and quality your family 
prefers 


By buying a whole carcass, 
side 
or 
quarter 
of 
beef, 
consumers 
receive 
a 
wide 
variety of cuts from the highest 
to the lowest priced. Most 
locker and freezer outlets will 
convert cuts you do not want to 
use “ as is” into ground meat or 
stew meat 


A carcass, side or quarter is 
normally sold by its hanging 
weight which means the weight 
before cutting and trimming 
The amount of meat you take 
home will be considerably less 
For a beef carcass, loss due to 
bone, fat trim and shrinkage 
could vary from 20 to 30 per 
cent (at a 25 per cent cutting 
loss rate, a 300-pound side of 
beef would yield 225 pounds of 
usable cuts i. 


The department says a rule 
of thumb for carcass beef is 25 
per cent waste. 25 per cent 
ground beef and stew meat, 25 
per cent steaks and 25 per cent 
roasts. 
A hindquarter of beef will 
yield more steaks and roasts 
but will cost more per pound 
than a forequarter A forequar 
ter, which contains the rib 
roasts, has more of the less 
tender cuts than the hindquar­ 
ter because the chuck, or 
shoulder, makes up about half 
the forequarter’s weight. 
The yield of usable lean 
meat, however, is greater in 
the forequarter than the hind 
quarter. 
Calculating the yield from 
the two quarters of a 300-pound 
side of beef, here are the cuts 
and amount of waste that could 
be expected:

Hound steak. 27 pounds; rump 
roast (boneless), 9 9 pounds,

When trying to determine 
whether you can save money by 
buying beef in quantity, take 
into account the yield you will 
get from the carcass, the 
quality of the meat and the 
costs of rutting, wrapping and 
quick-freezing Find out wheth­ 
er these costs are included in 
the price per pound or if you’ll 
have to pay extra for them 
Also consider how long meat 
can be stored before it loses 
quality 
Properly 
wrapped 
meat cuts, stored at zero 
degrees, can be stored for 8 to 
12 months, but they can be 
safely frozen for longer periods 
although there will be a quality 
loss 
For large meat purchases, 
it’s best to get the freezing 
done by a commercial estab­ 
lishment properly equipped to 
do the job 
because 
quick 
freezing causes less damage to 
meat fibers. 
If you wrap the cuts yourself, 
remember proper wrapping is 
as important as proper storage 
Use moisture proof wraps such 
as heavy aluminum foil, heavi­ 
ly waxed freezer paper or 
specially treated papers. Seal 
the packages well and mark 
them with the date. 
And the rule in using frozen 
meat should be first in, first 
out. 
British banks bail out 
Franklin National Bank 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Fran 
klin National Bank was de­ 
clared 
bankrupt 
by 
the 
government Tuesday, but six 
European banks stepped in to 
bail it out of receivership and 
promised to honor all deposits. 
It was the largest bank failure 
in U.S. history. 
The new owners said the 
more than 100 branches of the 
bank in the New York area 
would be open for regular 
banking business today. 
The Federal Deposit Insur­ 
ance Corp., which placed the 
bank in receivership, said the 
money of the bank’s 620,000 
depositors, including 6,000 per­ 
sons 
with 
more 
than 
the 
insured limit of $20,000, would 
be protected. 
And, 
said 
Frank 
Wille, 
chairman of the FDIC, “ all 
checks written on the Franklin 
... 
will 
be 
honored. 
The 
clearance 
process 
goes 
forward as if there was no 
failure.” 
An officer for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, 
which 
had 
lent 
Franklin 
National $1.7 billion to keep its 


doors 
open 
through 
the 
summer, 
said 
it 
was 
the 
biggest U.S. bank ever to fail. 
Wille told a news conference 
the failure of the nation s 20th 
largest bank was not a sign that 
other major banks would fall 
under the crunch of inflation. 
“ We do not expect this to be 
repeated 
in 
the 
American 
banking system,” he said 
Alfred Hayes, president of 
the 
New 
York 
Federal 
Reserve, 
blamed 
Franklin 
National’s loss of $38 million in 
foreign exchange transactions 
and “ large operating losses’’ 
for the bank failure. 
In a series of fast-moving 
steps, Franklin National, which 
had assets in excess of $3.5 
billion before falling into deep 
financial trouble, was declared 
insolvent and put into receiver­ 
ship by the Treasury Depart­ 
ment’s 
comptroller 
of 
the 
currency. 


The FDIC then put the bank 
up for sale to the highest 
bidder.

Licensing 
undercharge told 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — The 
state Department of Corpora­ 
tions undercharged companies 
it licenses by $1 million during 
the past five years, according 
to state Auditor General Har­ 
vey Rose. 
In a report to the legislature, 
Rose Tuesday recommended 
that the legislature abolish the 
department and turn its regula­ 
tory functions over to the 
secretary of state's office and 
its consumer-related functions 
over to the Department of 
Consumer Affairs. 
The report said the depart­ 
ment had run up a $210,000 
annual deficit since 1969 by 
failing 
to 
seek 
legislative 
approval to charge adequate 
fees to cover the cost of 
administration for six of the 11 
laws under its jurisdiction. 


From 1971 until earlier this 
year, Republican Brian Van 
Camp headed the department, 
which has an annual $5 million 
budget to protect the public 
from 
fraudulent 
investment 
schemes and sales practices. 
Van Camp resigned to cam­ 
paign for secretary of state 
against Democratic Assembly­ 
woman March Fong. 


Robert Toms, current corpo­ 
rations commission, Tuesday 
said turning the department's 
duties over to other agencies 
would be “ a mistake,” disput­ 
ing the report’s contention that 
the department carried out the 
same or similar functions as 
those of the secretary of state 


and Consumer Affairs Depart­ 
ment. 
“ We concluded that there is 
really not a lot of duplication,” 
Toms said, pointing out that the 
Consumer Affairs Department 
makes 
fraud 
investigations 
while his department handles 
both licensing and fraud inves­ 
tigation functions. 
But Toms agreed with Rose’s 
recommendation that the agen­ 
cy’s licensing fees should be 
raised 
While the report concluded 
that the department generally 
had been effective in policing 
corporate practices, it said the 
$1 million deficit had been 
created because insufficient 
fees were charged. 
It said fees to cover the 
administration of five laws had 
recovered only about 63 per 
cent of the department’s costs 
over the past five years In 
addition, it said, the depart­ 
ment 
had 
not 
sought 
fee 
increases to administer four of 
the laws since 1968, while fees 
authorized under a fifth law 
had not increased since enact­ 
ment in 1970. 
Listed as inadequate were 
fees authorized by the industri 
al loan, escrow, retirement 
systems disclosure, check sell­ 
ers 
and cashers, 
franchise 
investment and trading stamp 
laws. 
The report urged the legisla­ 
ture to set fees charged to 
licenses that would insure full 
recovery of the department’s 
administrative costs.

kick around much longer. Word from 
sources in the adm inistration is that the 
controversial, federal food fumbler is 
likely to be replaced soon as Agriculture 
secretary. Specifically, “ He should be 
out by the New Year ” 
The 
departure, 
if 
mercy 
and 
Gerald 
Ford do indeed will it, 
should restore joy to 
the aisles of the super­ 
m arkets and hope to 
the 
hogpens of the 
land. The policies of 
this 
man 
— 
“ Butz 
Bungles,” as they are 
called by his own lieu­ 
tenants — have played 
a fertilizing part in 
elevating many common foodstuffs to 
the cost equivalents of precious m etals. 
He will be remem bered as the man who 
added beef to the list of items one must 
purchase on the time payment plan 
Recollections of the public service 
water the eyes. In 1972, as a Senate 
i n v e st i g at i o n 
c o m m i t t e e 
l a t e r 
determined, Butz fiddled idly while the 


Russians raided the nation’s grain silos 
of some 700 million bushels. At the time 
Butz called the theft “ the greatest 
transaction of its kind in world history.” 
For the Russians yes For Americans it 
amounted to a destruction of national 
food supply structures, a waste of as 
much as $300 million in taxpayer funds 
and the fueling of grocery bill inflation 
which continues to this day. 
The secretary has never admitted 
erring on the wheat sale, naturally. His 
tactic since has been to blame higher 
prices on consumers. When checkout 
stand conditions became so gloomy last 
year that desperate housewives staged a 
national boycott, Butz called the women 
“stupid” and “crazed” and said they 
were 
upsetting 
delicate 
forces 
of 
economic realities in the farm industry. 
His clumsiness with the ladies resulted 
not only in his loss of plausibility with 
civilians but with his own civil servants 
as 
well. 
During 
the 
boycott, 
one 
Agriculture staff wrote Butz that “ the 
absurdities of your rule have brought 
shame and denigration to our entire 
departm ent.” 
The sham e has not since evaporated. 
There is no less credible organ of 
government 
today 
than 
this 
giant 


countrified 
bureaucracy. 
At 
Butz’s 
direction it has misled the nation so 
often (in 1973, Agriculture predicted a 6 
per cent food rise; it turned out to be 
14 Va), one petition has recommended “ it 
be ground up, including the staff, and 
thrown out in the fields with the rest of 
the manure.” 
But weak as Butz’s past leadership 
has been, his present statesmanship in a 
food 
worried 
world 
is 
even 
more 
disconcerting. While many starve in the 
sub-Sahara and Indians wait at the brink 
of drought disaster, Butz glibly brushes 
caution aside to assure one and all, the 
fed and the unfed, “ there is no reason to 
panic.” 
It must be reassuring for that large 
portion of mankind that is perpetually 
hungry to hear that the U.S. Agriculture 
secretary is optimistic. “There will be 
no mass starvation,” says Earl Butz, 
this at a time, woefully, when mothers 
in Africa watch their babies bloat up, 
turn orange and quietly die for lack of a 
few lousy ounces of grain. 
There are those who insist that all 
these “Butz Bungles,” whether foreign 
or domestic, have been rooted simply in 
overoptimism, thus the secretary has 
been guilty mainly of trying, albeit

But overzealous patrolmen have hit 
upon the idea of using the planes as a 
means of enforcing the speed laws To 
do this they are marking the highways at 
one mile intervals and clocking speeds 
from the air. 
California law prohibits the use of 
speed traps and Section 40802 of the 
Vehicle Code specifically defines a trap 
to include “ a particular section of a 
highway measured as to distance . . 
in 
order that the speed of a vehicle may be 
calculated...” 
Questioned about this, CHP officials 
sought to explain that they have secured 
legal opinions sanctioning the operation. 
What that means is that they think 
they have found a way around the law. It 
is an admission that they are bending 
the law. 
It is a sad commentary upon society 
when those given the job of enforcing 
laws come to the belief that the ends 
justifies the means. 
But the development is one which 
should have been anticipated when the 
CHP was shoved into the impossible 
position of enforcing the unpopular 55 
mph speed law 
More than 100 years ago Sir Robert 
Peel, 
the 
British 
statesman 
who 
reformed the English police system and 
laid the foundation for modern police 
organizations, observed that laws which 
do not have public support are bad laws. 
Even - before 
that 
Edmund 
Burke, 
another British statesmen, had sagely 
declared “Bad laws are the worst sort of 
tyranny.” 


Americans should have had their 
stomachs full of bad laws, invoked 
without 
public 
support, 
with 
their 
experiences with prohibition Much of 
today's crime and corruption had its 
genesis 
in 
prohibition 
which 
bred 
contempt for the law and an overall 
moral breakdown 
It is an irony that such a simple thing 
as a traffic law is now bringing about a 
new wave of contempt for the law, not 
only among the citizens but with those 
given enforcement duties. 
For the legislative intent of the speed 
trap law is crystal clear Whatever legal 
gymnastics the CHP lawyers may have 
used to romance CHP Commissioner 
Walter Pudinski into disregarding it 
does not negate that intent one whit. And 
those 
who 
find 
clever 
ways 
to 
circumvent the intent stand themselves 
guilty of contempt for the law 
There is another irony in the situation. 
Pudinski has consistently held the view 
that open enforcement of traffic laws is 
the 
best 
method 
He 
has 
worked 
diligently to that end by insisting that 
the patrol cars be conspicuously marked 
and in plain view. He believes the 
deterrent effect of visible enforcement 
is far more effective than the sneaky 
approach 
which 
has 
as 
its prime 
objective the issuing of record numbers 
of citations 
Pudinski has repeatedly stated the 55 
mph is unrealistic and unpopular. He 
refutes the claims 
of 
the “safety 
experts” 
that 
reduced 
speed 
has 
resulted in fewer highway accidents. He 
produces his own statistics to prove that 
reduced travel and other factors such as 
increased use of seatbelts are the chief 
contributors to fewer highway injuries. 
Despite all this, Pudinski apparently 
has been pressured into permitting his 
officers to “ bend the law” in their 
efforts to enforce a bad law.
